Those lines 
carry electric energy to the ICdlson system from 
Hoover Dam.

The towers dynnmito.d lYiufidny morning, 
March 24, at 7:3(! a.m. are located on the com­ 
pany's Mngumleti-Suugus 220,000 volt trans­ 
mission tines (Mile 183, Tower #1) approxi­ 
mately twenty-seven miles north of Saugus and 
three miles east of German. The Edison Magim- 
dcn-SauguB transmission lines carry electric 
energy- from the company's Big Creek genera­ 
ting plants in tho High Sierra.
